These respectable and supposedly 
law-abiding persons are now charged 
with 
procuring, 
possessing 
and 


' transporting forbidden liquors. And 


• according to report this is only the 
' beginning of a drastic Federal cam- 
paign against the customers of boot- 
leggers in all the states. 


If such persons can be brought to 


book in Arkansas 
and 
elsewhere, 


there is a prospect of a sizable dis- 
turbance in these United States.' It 
is scarcely too much 
to say that 


1 Congressmen, Senators, Governors, 
even judges and 
clergymen 
will 


share with ordinary citizens 
the 


danger of seeing the inside of 
a 


court, if not a jail, with all the an- 
guish of publicity involved. How- 
over, there may be means of escape 
from the dreadful peril in not a few 
instances. 
It will be possible 
to 


claim—perhaps in many cases truth- 


i fully—that oner's name is on such a 
tell-tale list not as a customer but 
merely as a "prospect" 
and 
the 


bootlegger's word, unsupported by 
other evidence, would hardly bo ac- 
cepted by a court as bufllclent to con- 
vict. But it is likely that the mere 
danger ot being publicly accused will 
tend to alleviate thirst and to de-

LABOR CAPITALISM. 


Theoretically a considerable part 


of labor is- still fighting'capital, but 
actually the workers are rapidly be- 
coming their own capitalists. Labor 
banks havo increased in number, and 
now tho Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers has organized the Broth- 
erhood Securities Corporation of New 
York, the primary purpose of which, 
it is said, is to finance the establish- 
ment of new Brotherhood banks in 
the Eastern States and, through ma- 
jority stock ownership, 
to control 


those that are opened. The Brother- 
hood already owns a bank in New 
York, another in Beaton, and is 
planning a third 
in Philadelphia. 


The new securities corporation is eaid 
to bo similar to two other holding 
companies which 
the Brotherhood 


has already organized to nnance and 
control their bauks in other sections, 
the Brotherhood 
Investment Com- 


pany in Cleveland and the Pacific In- 
vestment Company on the Coast. 


This development of co-operative 


capitalism in the ranks of labor adds 
interest to the -view of Prof. N. T. 
Caivcr of Harvard that the labor 
movement in America, notwithstand- 
ing claims to the contrary, is "far 
in advance" ot that of any other 
country 
"The labor movement of 


this country," he says, "is passing 
cut of the primitive fighting stage in 
which leadership concerned itself 
ciiefly with the immediate tactics o£ 
battle. 
It is passing into a stage 


in which it is concerning itself with 
the higher strategy of maneuvering 
for permanent advantage. The lead- 
ers of labor in no other 
country 


show any sign of being aware of the 
first principles of this higher strate- 
gy nor, for that matter, do the more 
vociferous self-appointed champions 
of labor in this country." 


Premier Ramsay MacDonald is a 


close observer as well ao a man of 
ideas. "When you put your hand to 
the work," he says, "you discover 
how simple'is the English language 
and how difficult are the minds and 
ways of men. Peace—what does it 
mean?

A SURGEON'S ADVICE. 


One of the best known surgeons in 


North America had a very interest- 
ing article in one of the medical 
journals recently. 


He was deploring the fact that 


many people who had pain in the 
region, of the appendix, complained 
BO ottea abottt It, that sttrReons were 
tempted to operate, In the b«Uef that 
tte condition was worse than, that 
which really existed. 


The Tery fact that the pain Is in 


the region, of the appendix seemed 
to hare such an effect upon their 
minds that they imagined a great 
deal of their symptoms. 


He cited the case of a well known 


citizen who really had a severe at- 
tack of appendicitis, and it was only 
by a miracle that the operation was 
performed in time to save his life. 


Within the next few weeks three 


of his friends consulted the surgeon, 
claiming to have the same symptoms 
as 
those 
complained 
of by their 


friend, and 
requesting 
operation 


before it was too late. 


It took a good straight talk on the 


part of the surgeon to convince theci 
that nothing was wrong with their 
appendix.

particular interest to me, because 
I've been trying to tell it to folks 
for a long time. 


He euggeited a good 
abdominal 


belt and some physical training, so 
as to lift the abdominal organs up in- 
to their normal 
positions, so that 


they would do their work properly.

will remember 
that 
the 


tightening of the muscles of the ab- 
domen made the waist smaller, gave 
a proper carriage, and put the ab- 
dominal organs Into their right po- 
sitions. 


It you want nuick results then, se- 


cure a good abdominal holt. 
Your 


family 
physician will 
advise you 


about it. 


But the big thing if you are not 


too old. or too weak, is to strengthen 
the abdominal muscles, so that they 
will be what they wore meant to be. 
that is an abdominal belt. 


Simply lie on back on floor, and 


raise—knees straight—till the body 
and legs form two sides of a square, 
not any more. Repeat this slowly 
light to ten times, about three times 
a day, and you 
will 
not have to 


worry about those false appendix 
jains.

S» much light in the room? Per- 
w.j it was because you came in 
.fJt of the dark, and your eye* 


dazzled by the light . If thk 
ng of aazil* persisted, there 
iurcly wmethfa* wronf wit* 


the lights. 


It was net too much litht, how- 
_r. For in that room there WM 
»rtainly not more than one-hun- 
•£dth part of the light that w« 
tod during * clear day on the ahadjr 
tide of a, tree or building. 
Nor 


jus-five hundredth part of what we 
•re accustomed to find in the bright 
innlight. Stirely, then, the trouble 
in that room WM not too much 


be quite diaagrtMble and might not 
fce wry good lor our eyea. 


In order to protect our eyes, all 


lamp bnlba abould be shaded ia 
auch a way that we cannot see the 
lighted filament or wire inside the 
bulb and to that we do not even 
*«» very bright ipot in the shade 
directly in front of this lighted nl- 
aaent When lights are shaded in 
this way, it is hardly possible to 
get too much light for comfortable 
vision. 
Sometime* the use of 


frosted bulbs will help to remove 
annoying glare. 


Whenever you hear aomeone say 


that there, is too much light in a 
room, it is safe to say the real 
trouble is not too much light, but 
rather that there ie too much dazzl*

Lights for use in the home have 


japroved quite rapidly during the 
kst two or three generations and 
u soon as » better light was in- 
Bated, we just put the new one in 
place of the older one .

When the modern electric light 
bulbs or incandescent lamps were

ANOTHER KIND: OF GLARE 


How tired our eyes become after 


a day on the prater, or when tho 
sun shines brightly on the snow 
covered ground. Do you remember 
the mischievous boy in the class* 
room who caught a beam of sun- 
light in a mirror and reflected it 
into yourveyes? It made you start. 
These things are particularly an- 
noying; because our eyebrows give 
us no protection from this indirect 
or reflected light which comes ia 
from below the level of the eyes. 


This kind of glare must also be 


guarded against if -we are reading 
or -writing on glossy paper. Tha 
light should come over the shoulder, 
or be directed to the page at suca 
an angle that a beam of light from 
the lighted filament of a lamp bulb 
cannot be reflected up into our 
eyes. Lamps placed in front of a 
mirror and shaded 
by shields 


should not be placed in such a 
position that the mirror will reflect 
;he image of the lighted filament 
of the Tamp bulb back into our 
eyes and cause this kind of flare.

Fire blight of apples and pears la 


•Iso knon-n as blossom blight, blight 
canker, body blight, apur blight, etc. 
It not only attacks the pear and apple, 
but also quince, hawthorne, other 
pome frnits, and even the mountain 
ash li a boat to the disease. Thls/ dis- 
ease Is easily transmitted from any of 
tbeae hosts to any other, for ore blight 
b a bacterial disease. - 


Have you noticed a dying-back of 


growing tlpa on pears and apples, the 
tip* dying back for several inches, 
turning brown, and the leaves hanging 
on? That's An blight 
An orchard 


heavily attacked will have a fire- 
scorched appearance, says a writer In 
Successful Farming. 
Sometimes the 


attack la so severe "that young fruit Is 
affected, becoming shriveled, turning 
black, exuding a milky, sflcky fluid. 
Bees and other Insects readily carry 
Infection from one tree to another. 
Blossoms attacked wither and turn 
brown. Spun and branches are often 
Infected from the blossom cluster or 
fruit cluster. 


An Infected branch frequently re- 


sults In developments of a canker. A 
canker may also form from Infection 
du'_ to a pruning ot other wound. Here 
It becomes commonly known as body 
blight due to Its position In the tree. 
When Infection is at all serious death 
of the tree generally comes to pass la 
a abort time. 


Control Is possible. It Is possible 


even with pears, but so difficult that 
the pear industry has been swept out 
of existence in many sections by 
blight. Apples; most varieties being 
less susceptible to Injury than pears, 
are more easily protected. 


I know of one pear orchard In Cali- 


fornia In which gangs of men patrol 
every week throughout the growing 
season, 
carefully clipping diseased 


twigs far below the point of injury, 
disinfecting wound and tools after 
each cut 


The infected twigs should be re- 


moved as soon as noticed In the apple 
orchard, too. Be sure to cut well be- 
low the_ point of blight evldencs.
